School Superintendents Exchange Places 


By a fiuccr turn of fate, .ast Liverpool and New I hiiadelplua 
will ext hanpe school superintendents on September I. 
p. J*. Geiger, for eight years chieftain of the schools here, 
will become head of the Tuscarawas county town’s educational 
system, while his predecessor, Charles S. MeVay, will become his 
successor in East Liverpool. 
Mr. MeVay, who has been New Philadelphia’s superintendent 
for approximately three years, was elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by Mr. Geiger’s resignation at Monday night’s session of 
the board of education by a vote of three to two. 
He was chosen 
for a four-year term from a field of 80 candidates. 
The retiring East Liverpool school head advised the board of 
education here that be was not a candidate for re-election after he 
had been unanimously selected by the New Philadelphia board foi 
a five year term. 
He was not an applicant for the latter place, 
but accepted the appointment. 
The new school chiefta'n here is 52 years old, married and 
has one daughter. 
He was superintendent for nine years at Bel­ 
laire, spent a few years at Ambridge, Pa., then went to Mingo 
Junction, from where he was called to the New Philadelphia post, 
whore inquiry showed he had made a good record. 
His predecessor, also married and a father, had many years 
experience, teaching in Lancaster and ( arrollton and solving 
five years as high school principal and 15 years as superintendent 
in Dover, before his election in East Liverpool, where his work 
won much commendation. He, too, has been honored with election 
as president of the Ohio Teachers’ association. 
Both men are well qualified. 
And it any ill-feeling has been 
created by the selections, it should be forgotten in tho respective 
cities. 
For the best interests of the schools, harmony is essential. 
The newly chosen East 'Liverpool and New Philadelphia supeiin- 
tendents should have the w hole-hearted support of their boards of 
education as well as the people of their home communities.

School Superintendents Exchange Places 


By a queer turn of fate, Mast Liverpool and New Philadelphia 


will exchange school superintendents on September I. 
F. P. Lei pow, for eight years thief I ain of the schools here, 
will become head of the Tuscarawas county town’s educational 
system, while his predecessor, Charles S. Mc Yay, will become his 
successor in East Liverpool. 
.Mr. Me Yay, who h a s b e e n New Philadelphia's superintendent 
for approximately three years, was elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by .Air. G eigers resignation at Monday night’s session of 
the board of education by a vote of three to two. 
He was chosen 
for a four-year term from a field of 80 candidates. 
The retiring East Liverpool school head advised the board of 
education here that lie was not a candidate for re-election after he 
had been unanimously selected by the New Philadelphia board for 
a five year term. 
He was not an applicant for the latter place, 
but accepted the appointment. 
The new school chieftain here is 52 years old, married and 
has one daughter. 
He was superintendent, for nine years at Bel­ 
laire, spent a few years at Ambridge, Pa., then went to Mingo 
Junction, from where he was called to the New Philadelphia post, 
where inquiry showed he had made a good record. 
His predecessor, also m arried and a father, had many years’ 
experience, teaching in Lancaster and Carrollton and serving 
five years as high school principal and 15 years as superintendent 
in Dover, before his election in E ast Liverpool, where his work 
won much commendation. He, too, has been honored w ith election 
as president of the Ohio Teachers’ association. 
Both men are well qualified. 
And if any ill-feeling has been 
created by the selections, it should be forgotten in the respective 
cities. 
For the best interests of the schools, harmony is essential. 
The newly chosen E ast Liverpool and New Philadelphia superin­ 
tendents should have the whole-hearted support of their boards of 
education as well as the people of their home communities.

States senate in the last session ratified a liquor treaty with Can­ 
ada. 
I t was not labeled a liquor treaty, but it amounts to that. 
The compact was designed for mutual protection of the two 
countries against smuggling, 
it provided for the exchange of in­ 
formation by the two governments regarding the smuggling of 
any kind of goods across the border. 
In its application to the 
United States, this treaty will naturally put in the hands of the 
government at Washington infcrmatimi that has never been avail­ 
able before concerning liquor smuggled in from Canada. 
It is expected that the formal exchange of ratification will 
be made within a month, and tho services of the Canadian govern­ 
ment will then supplement the efforts of. our federal prohibition 
forces. 
Negotiations arc lintier way with Mexico for a similar 
treaty. 
Thus to a dry seacoast may be added a dry bordel*, north and 
south.

A syndicate headed by W. A. Harri

A Dry Border 


It stem s to have escaped general notice that tho United 
States senate In the last session ratified a liquor treaty with ( Ori­ 
nda. 
It was not labeled a liquor treaty, but it amounts to that. 
The compact was designed for m utual protection of the two 
countries against smuggling. 
It provided for t ho exchange ol in­ 
formation by the two governments regarding the smuggling et 
any kind of goods across the border. 
In its application to the 
United States, this treaty will naturally put in the hands of I he 
government at W ashington infeciliation th at has never been avail­ 
able before concerning liquor smuggled in from Canada. 
It is expo ted that the formal exchange of ratification will 
be made within a month, and the services of the Canadian govern­ 
m ent will then supplement tile efforts of our federal prohibition 
forces. 
Negotiations are under way with Mexico for a similar 
treaty. 
Thus to a dry seacoast may liq added a dry border, north and 
south. That is two-thirds of the enforcement problem. The other 
consist in drying up the chief sourct s of domestic supply. 
There 
is fresh activity, too, in that field, with the emphasis on the big 


fo llo w s instead of the little ones.
